S.R.O. 285. — In exercise of the powers conferred by lection 
60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Canton- 
ment Board, Delhi, with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government, hereby rescinds with effect from the 1st April, 
1970 the notification of the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, 
No. 7319-Education, dated the 9th December, 1925 imposing 
toil tax on vehicles drawn by animals. 

Abolition of toll tax In Delhi Cantonment 

It has become necessary to ijive retrospective effect to tfc* 
above abolition for the following reasons: — 

With the progressive introduction of mechanical transport 
on the roads, the number of animal drawn wheeled cart* 
has been continuously decreasing thereby reducing the reali- 
sation from toll tax. It has ceased to be a source of any 
appreciable income. No such tax is being levied by the 
adjoining Delhi Municipal Corporation. 

It is certified that interests of no one would be prejudi- 
cially affected by giving retrospective effect to this abolition.

Then to pillar No, 13 m north east 
direction. The boundary further runs to Sadar Bazar pillar 
Nos. 12 & 11 on north of Sadar Bazar approach road reaching 
to Sadar Bazar boundary pillar No. 9. The boundary further 
inns to the north east direction along with the Saaar Bazar 
boundary and reaches to Sadar Bazar boundary pillar No. 8. 
The boundajy then runs along with the south side of Ceme- 
tery Road in north west direction through pillar Nos. 7 & 6 
reaches to Sadar Bazar boundary pillar No. 5. The boundary 
runs towards north east direction to Sadar Bazar boundary 
pillar No, 4. Then boundary runs in north west direction 
along widi Sadar Bazar boundary passing through Sadar 
Bazar boundary pillar No. 3 and 2 and reaches to the Sadar

Then boundary runs 
towards south east direction along with cantonment boundary 
pnssing through cantonment boundary pillar No. 6-A and 
reaches to cantonment boundary pillar’ No. 6 which is situ- 
ated in Aerodrome. Then boundary runs towards south west 
direction alongwith cantonment boundary passing through 
cantonment boundary pillar No. 5-A, 5, 4- A and reaches to 
cantonment boundary pillar No. 4 which is situated on south 
east corner of Military Hospital. Then boundary runs to- 
wards north west direction along with cantonment boundary 
reaches to cantonment boundary pillar No. 3. Then boundary 
runs towards west direction along with cantonment boundary 
passing through cantonment boundary pillar No. 2-B, 2-A 
and reaches to cantonment boundary pillar No. 2. Then 
cantonment boundary runs in north west direction passing 
through Duff Nallah and reaches back to cantonment bound- 
ary pillar No. 1 from where it started. 

Ward II 

The boundary starts from Sadar Bazar boundary pillar 
No. 15 which is situated on east bank of river Sabarmati. 
Then boundary runs in south east direction along with Sadar 
Bazar boundary and reaches to the Sadar Bazar boundary 
pillar No. 14. Then boundary runs in north east direction 
along with Sadaj* Bazar boundary reaches to the Sadar Bazar 
boundary pillar No. 13. Then boundary runs in south-east 
direction along with Sadar Bazar boundary passing through 
Sadar Bazar boundary pillar Nos. 12, 11, 10 and reaches 
to the Sadar Bazar boundary pillar No. 9. Then boundary 
runs in north east direction alongwith Sadar Bazar boundary 
and reaches to the Sadar Bazar boundary pillar No. 8. Then 
boundary runs in north west direction along with Sadar Bazar 
boundary passing through Sadar Bazar boundary pillar Nos. 7, 
6 and reaches to the Sadar Bazar boundary pillar No. 5. 
Then boundary runs in north east direction alongwith Sadar 
Bazar boundary reaches to the Sudar Bazar bbundary pillar 
No. 4. Then boundary runs in north west direction along- 
with Sadar Bazar boundary reaches near House No. 95. 
Then boundary runs in noihth east direction along with Sadar 
of row of houses from House No. 95 to 78, then crossing 
the Sadar Bazar main road (Cemetery Road) and further runs 
in the same direction passing by the east side of row of 
houses from House No. 77 to 55. Then boundary runs 
in north west direction passing between the House No. 54 and 
55 and reaches to the centre of Sadar Bazar main road 
(Cemetery Road).
